Boost Laid 


To Farmers

WASHINGTON (A F ) — High­ 
er prices paid farmers for key 
products were the main reason 
for a rise in consumer food 
costs last mouth, the Agricul­ 
ture Department reported to­ 
day. 


Cost of a selected “ market 
basket” list of food rose 0.7 per 
cent in June, including retail 
price increases for beef, pork, 
frying chickens and fresh fruit. 
But farmers’ share of the food 
dollar dropped from the June 
1970 level. 


The farm value of the bas­ 
ket of food rose 1.6 per 
cent 
from 
May, 
while 
middlemen 
collected 
only 
0.1 
per 
cent 
more, their lowest rise in four 
months. 
Over the long haul, 
however, 
rising 
middleman 
costs have been the larger fac­ 
tor in consumer food price in­ 
creases. 
On an annual basis, the en­ 
tire market basket in June cost 
consumers $1,251 for a typical 
household. Of that, farmers got 
$481 and middlemen $770. 
In May the selected list cost 
$1,243, of which 
farmers 
re­ 
ceived $473 and middlemen, al­ 
lowing 
for 
rounded 
figures, 
$770. 
A year earlier, the June list 
cost $1,228 and included $480 for 
farmers and $748 for middle-

ity to all known pesticides.

Wednesday 
to 
seek new ways to control Culex 
tarsalis mosquitoes. 
Richard F. Peters, director of 
mosquito 
abatement 
for 
the 
California Department of Pub­ 
lic Health, said that after a 
qaurter-century 
of 
using 
in­ 
creasingly 
potent 
pesticides, 
the chemicals are no longer ef­ 
fective and the insects are mul­ 
tiplying rapidly, especially in 
the 
state’s 
irrigated, 
agricul­ 
turally rich valleys. 
The mosquito can carry Ve­ 
nezuelan equine encephalomye­ 
litis (V E E ), which is sweeping 
Mexico and Texas, and another 
variety of sleeping sickness of­ 
ten fatal to humans, 
Peters 
said. 
“ There is a mosquito crisis in 
the 
San 
Joaquin 
and Sacra­ 
mento valleys,” he 
said. “ We 
have a mosquito explosion in 
these areas and it is likely to 
spread to other parts of the 
state. 
We 
are 
greatly 
con­ 
cerned.” 
The meeting dealt first with 
the threat of V E E to horses, 
where it is fatal about 60 per 
cent of the time. It affects hu­ 
mans less severely, somewhat 
like 
influenza. v Plans 
were 
made to organize 
“ an army of 
veterinarians” to immunize all 
of the state’s 400,000 horses. 
V E E has not reached Califor­ 
nia, but Peters predicted it will 
because of traffic from Mexico. 
Culex tarsalis is known to 
carry two other kinds of sleep­ 
ing sickness. One, the St. Louis 
strain, 
affects 
only 
humans,

This, 
too, will no doubt enhance her 
fame, as it has received very 
favorable reviews. 


As a child, Miss Potter had 


[no dolls, and lived on a strict

SCARCITY OF M ONEY in 1969 and much of 1970 has 
disappeared as saving institutions so far in 1971 have 
experienced a record-breaking inflow of funds. In 
Jan u ary of 1971, savings associations received deposits 
at a $28 billion annual rate. This was more than they 
took in during 1968, 1969 and 1970 combined. One rea­ 
son for this is the attractive rates of interest still being 
offered tfye public on their deposits, ranging from 4 Mi 
per cent on regular savings accounts at commercial 
banks up to 6 per cent at savings associations and sav­ 
ings banks for two-year time certificates of deposit. 
Although in the past, high interest rates have usually 
tumbled in response to an increased supply of savings, 
this has happened only to a limited extent so far in 
1971. A possible reason is expectation that money w ill 
become scarce again as the recovery picks up steam.

SCARCITY OF MONEY in 1969 and much of 1970 has 
disappeared as saving institutions so far in 1971 have 
experienced a record-breaking inflow of funds. In 
January of 1971, savings associations received deposits 
at a $28 billion annual rate. This was more than they 
took in during 1968, 1969 and 1970 combined. One rea­ 
son for this is the attractive rates of interest still being 
offered tfye public on their deposits, ranging from 4 Mi 
per cent on regular savings accounts at commercial 
banks up to 6 per cent at savings associations and sav­ 
ings banks for tw o-year tim e certificates of deposit. 
Although in the past, high interest rates have usually 
tumbled in response to an increased supply of savings, 
this has happened only to a lim ited extent so far in 
1971. A possible reason is expectation that money w ill 
become scarce again as the recovery picks up steam.
